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Do you know that St. Anthony 
of Padua has been declared a Doc- 


tor of the Church Universal? You 


probably don’t because most Cath- 
olics who turn to this great Saint 
in times of need and grave distress, 
think of him as the “Pinder of Lost 
Things” and do not realize. the 
magnitude of his great Franciscan 
theology. 


He was confirmed nevertheless, 
a Doctor of the Church by the pres- 
ent Pope Pius XII on January 16, 
1946. On the occasion of the in- 
auguration of the Pontifical Acad- 
emy of Sciences in 1931, Pope Pius 
XI said: “Saint Anthony, jee Se 
being the saint of the miraculous, 
i.e., Of the truly impossible, has 
also been a true illustration of the 
Sciences, as his copious manu- 
scripts demonstrate. From Lisbon 
to Padua his life was one of con- 
sumate sanctity and marvelous 
learning.” 


As a thaumaturgist, St. Anthony 
probably outclasses all other saints 
and of the numberless miracles at- 
tributed to him, three which ac- 
companied his sermons are especi- 
ally noteworthy: (1) the miracle 
of the beast of burden adoring the 
Blessed Eucharist, alleged to have 
taken place in the public square of 
Rimini; (2) the poisoned food made 
innocuous through the sign of the 
cross at Rimini; and (3) the fa- 
mous sermon to the fishes in the 
River Brenta, near Padua. 


Because of the beauty of St. 
Anthony’s thoughts, as expressed 
in his sermons, we quote: “Again, 
he tells us the name of Jesus is 
composed of two syllables and five 
letters, three of which are vowels 
and two consconants. The two syl- 
lables represent the two natures of 
Christ; the three vowels, the Bless- 
ed Trinity, the two consonants, the 
component parts of Christ’s human 
nature, His body and His soul.” 
Such profound theological thoughts 
deduced from a simple exposition 
of vowels and consonants! 


According to Pope Benedict XIV 
(1740-1758), qualifications to honor 
a saint of God as a Doctor of the 
Church includes three things: (1) 
eminent sanctity, (2) profound 


: ceseeivonty and (3) the official desig- 
y 


nation the Church. 


Our new book, St. Anthony of 
Padua—Doctor of the Church Uni- 
versal, by the Ven. Rev. Raphael

The Fort Wayne Diocesan Music Commission has heey 


asked td explain a statement appearing in this column sey. 
eral weeks ago under the heading rules and regulations. The 
commjssion always welcomes such inquiries because it wishes 
to be of.service at all times. Therefore questions should he 
freely directed to the attention of the music commission. 


standing exists as to when the 
Benedictus should be sung. The 
commission mentioned that this 
should be sung after the elevation 
of the Chalice. Therefore it is not 
sung immediately after the Sanc- 
tus, Every Catholic knows of 
course that the Benedictus is said 
by the priest immediately follow- 
ing the Sanctus. But this does not 
give the choir the right to do like- 
wise. The Sacred Congregation of 
Rites has definitely decreed that 
that the Benediction must be sung 
after the Consecration. This is uni- 
versally done, it is only in rare 
instances that the two are sung to-. 
gether, However rare this may be, 
it is nevertheless an abuse. To cor- 
rect an abuse is always honorable 
and to ignore it is likewise dis- 
honest. 


The first few regulations by the 
Commission were requested — by 
pastors in order to have a starting 
basis and something definite to re- 
fer to. The commission publishes 
these regulations not to give’ so 
cahed “lip service” but to bring 
the Decrees to everyone’s atten- 
tion in a straight forward manner. 


The commission is very careful 
to secure its information from the 
most reliable source and from the 
only source which governs the Ro- 
man Rite, The commission regards 
only as a source the Decrees of the 
Sacred Congregation of Rites, es- 
tablished by Pope Sixtus the Fifth 
in 1588. This Congregation is as- 
sisted by three commissions one of 
which is the Commission on Sa- 
ered Music established by Pope 
Pius the Tenth in 1904. 


Besides the decrees the Fort 
Wayne Diocesan Commission con- 
sults the Ceremonial] of the Bish- 
ops, the Motu Proprio of Pius the 
Tenth, the Apostolic Constitution 
of Pius Eleventh, the Rubrics of 
the Roman Missal and the Roman 
Ritual. It is important to bear this 
in mind because these are authori- 
tative sources. Therefore rules ap- 
pearing in this column are based 
on the above mentioned sources. 
The diocesan commission does not 
use encyclopedias, not even the 
Catho li ec encyclopedia, however 
worthwhile references these may 
be. It would no more consult such 
sources than the parish priest 
would use such books let us say as 
a holy guide for the Holy Week 
ceremonies. 

Having clarified our position as 


to source we will specifically men- 
tion the Decrees of the Sacred 


It seems that some misunder-? 


the singing of the Benedictus. These 
decrees are numbers 2682, 3897, 
and 4242. On January the 14, 19921 
the Sacred Congregation of Rites 
decided that the Benedictus should 
be sung after the Consecration in 
all Masses as well for the living as 


the dead, no matter whether plain 
song or any other chant be used 
(4242). As early as November 12, 
1831 the Sacred Congregation de- 
cided definitely that the Benedictus 
should be sung after the elevation 
of the Chalice (2682). 


The separation was caused by 
the use of long polyphonic and un- 
suitable music, which caused the 
priest to wait and thus delayed the 
most important part of the Mass, 
the Consecration, Church musici- 
ans can thus but say “mea culpa.” 
We have treated this rare abuse 
rather lengthily because some 
seemed to think that the commis- 
sion was wrong rather than to ad- 
mit an error on their part. Such 
attitudes will never bring progress. 

Decree No. 3827 says that no 
singing is allowed during the Ele- 
vation. Between the Benedictus 
and the Pater Noster something 
may be sung provided all the pre- 
scribed portions of the liturgy are 
sung, that the celebrant be not . 
waiting and that what is sung re- 
fers to the Blessed Sacrament, 


In conclusion Jet us remind all 
that the decrees of the Congrega- 
tion are binding in conscience all 
members of the Catholic Church, 
who observe the Roman Rite. 


These decrees are universal in 
character and _ likewise precep- 
tive. Therefore it matters not 


whether it is a cathedral or coun- 
try chapel. Pius the Tenth gave 
them the force of law and imposed 
by his hand writing its scrupulous 
observance on all. This for a con- 
scientious Catholic’ organist or 
chormaster is sufficient.

It is strange that people do not 
observe that a woman had a great 
deal to do with all these apos- 
tasies. Zwingli, who had been a 
riest, altered his mind on. celi- 
fair after he fell in love with a 
woman. He married her, and was 
out of the Church quite automati- 
cally. Luther was under a vow of 
celibacy, and so was the woman 
he married. They had no right 
to dispense themselves from these 
vows previously made deliberately 
and freely to God. Henry VIII re- 
volted against the Church on ac- 
count of a woman, or should we 
say four or five of them? 


Why don’t those who refer to the 
ack of morals among many of the 
clergy during the sixteenth cen- 
tury make note of the lack of 
morals among these reformers? 


The religions launched by these 
men would probably have ever been 
confined to the countries in which 


for later immigration of people 
from their lands to ours and to 
other countries. Not one of them 
has ever converted a pagan nation. 
Even over here the Lutheran 
Church is often referred to as the 
“German” church; the Episcopal- 
ian as the “English” church. Others 
are known as the “Dutch” Re- 
formed, and the parent religions 
have all been “reformed” a dozen 
times since. If their clergy today 
have not formally repudiated the 
“Confessions of Faith” of the 
parent founders, they certainly re- 
main silent about them, and do not 
teach them to their parishioners. 


But through the centuries a 
state of mind unfriendly to the 
Catholic Church has been developed 
through the propaganda of the 
atheist, of the irreligious, of the 
sectarian writer avd teacher. All 
that the average non-Catholic 
knows about the Catholic Church 
is that many of the people with 
whom he is acquainted are against 
it. It seems never to occur to him 
that practically all history before 
the sixteenth century was written 
by Catholics, because there were 
no other Christians to write it, 
and that even Protestant histor- 
jians, who would tcl? the truth 
about conditions anywhere in Eur- 
ope before the sixteenth century, 
would have to resort to these.

A Good Communist Cannot Be A Good Teacher

RE members of the Communist 

Party fit to teach in American 
sehools and colleges? Our nega- 
tive position will be attacked on the 
theory that. barring Communists 
violates academic freedom. 

We do not want scholastic free- 
dom restricted and that is the very 
reason why we would oppose Com- 
munists for teachers. They them- 
selves are prevented by discipline 
and instructions of the Communist 
Party from. doing an honest job of 
teaching. They are chained by a 
blind and partisan loyalty to the 
objectices of the Communist Party. 

We have support in this position 
from Sidney Hook, professor of 
philosophy of New York Univers- 
ity. riting in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post for Sept. 7, he holds that 
to teach is a privilege won by in- 
dications given of capacity and in- 
tegrity. It is not a political right. 
Although an individual may have a 
political right to be a Democrat 
or a Republican or to join a legal 
party, the nature and activities of 
such a party may unfit him for 
certain types of work. 

“A sober evaluation of the evi- 
dence will reveal that in theory and 
perrre Dr. Hook declares, ““mem- 

rs of the Communist Party are 


‘| committed to grave and systematic 


violations of the education equiv- 
alent of the Hippocratic oath of 
the medical profession.” They have 
substituted for their responsibility 
to their students, for their respon- 
sibility to the quest for truth a 
blind and partisan loyalty to the 
Kremlin.” 

Victims of the denial of academic 
freedom? Far from being so, Com- 
munist teachers neither believe in 
nor practice academic freedom. If 
they were true Communists they 
could not practice academic free- 
dom because Marxism demands an 
unwavering devotion to its line. 

Dr. Hook says that the Commun- 
ist regards the classroom as an 
outpost of the democratic state. 
“If he cannot capture it, he must 
neutralize it.” hat he teaches 
is not something worked out as a 
result of his own research but 
something laid down by party lead- 
ers. 

The author does not believe it 
necessary, or even advisable, to in- 
stitute a purge of Communist 
teachers from American schools.

noe, director of the institute, has 

mn more successful than could 
have been hoped for. Leaving out 
of consideration those abnormal 
individuals—the mentally diseased, 
the alcoholic, and so on — who 
should never have gone into mar- 
riage in the first place because they 
are not qualified to make a success 
of any adult enterprise, it is evi- 
dent that the great majority of 
people who loved each other 
enough to marry in the first place 
can make a success of that mar- 
riage if they really want to do so. 


In many, if not most cases, di- 
vorce is the tardy and costly ex- 
pression of mutual uncongeniality 
that existed from the beginning. 


Helpful Advice 


The: time to tell young persons 
that they are unsuited for each 
other, that there are radical dif- 
ferences in character, tempera- 
ment, culture, and religious out- 
look which ‘seriously menace the 
success of marriage, is before the 
life-long vows of conjugal loyalty 
are pronounced. ‘i ‘*t is the time 
when counsel and guidance are 
most urgently needed and will do 
the most good. 


“A third of our 600,000 divorces 
a year,’ points out Gretta Palmer, 
“could be prevented if a wise coun- 
sclor talked the situation over with 
the young people before the wed- 
ding. Frequently, his most help- 
ful advice would be ‘Wait!’ or 
‘Den’t marry!!’”’ 


Marriage preparation courses, 
supplemented by individual coun- 
seling on problems of love and 
courtship, are achieving notable 
success in hundreds of colleges to- 
day. They should be “must” cours- 
es for all planning to wed. Such 
courses stress the necessity of fac- 
ing realistically the practical prob- 
lems which marriage inevitably in- 
volves. 


A common tendency of young 
couples planning to marry is to fail 
to make proper provisions for the 
arrival of a baby. Yet babies come 
to eight-tenths of all couples. Mar- 
riages based on a decision to put 
off motherhood until later years 
are highly vulnerable; three- 
fourths of all childless marriages 
end in divorce—nine times the rate 
for couples which have children. It 
is better to remain engaged until 
a marriage can be worked out that 
permits a baby to be a blessing, 
not a catastrophe. 


Many marriage failures are at- 
tributed. to mistakes made after 
the rice has been thrown. The 
young couples usually chalk up 
their failure to each other: “It was 
his jealousy,’ or, “She nagged me 
too much.” Or, “We both changed.” 


But such marriages—one-third 
of all that fail—were wrecked be- 
fore the announcements were en- 
graved. Instead of marriage fail- 
ures, they are actually dating fail- 
ures. No word of advice to already 
married couples is half as valu- 
able as what we say to those about 
to embark on a marriage that is al- 
most impossible of success. 


Investigation has disclosed that 
only about one man out of five has 
been properly prepared for the ful- 
fillment of his new role in the fun- 
damental relationship of family 
life. The proportion of women 
properly instructed is probably 
smaller. 


Private Conferences 


Friendly and experienced coun- 
selors should. supplement their for- 
mal lectures by having private con- 
ferences with each individual. Dur- 
ing these chats they should advise 


the person as to whether or not the 
choice of the partner seems to be 
a judicions and sensible one. If 
their keen and experienced eyes de- 
tect elements of radical incompati- 
bility which seriously threaten the 
success of the proposed marriage, 
or even foredoom it to failure, they 
should so advise the individual with 
the greatest frankness. ‘A stitch 
in time,” runs the proverb, “saves 
nine.” A word in time may avert 
a blunder that will tangle up one’s 
whole life and spell misery and 
tragedy. 
To illustrate: Joe Smith is a 
oung man of 22, from the north. 
e meets a waitress in a restau- 
rant- in a southern city near his 
training camp. After four weeks 
of acquaintance, during which he 
has dated her nine times, they are 
married. She has explained to him 
that her four-month-old baby 
is her daughter ‘by her first hus- 
band who was killed in a plane 
crash. When Joe is discharged 15 
months later, the couple go to live 
with his family. They begin to 
discover radical differences in tem- 
wurst ammte, tastes, and cultural 
ackground. On top of this comes 
the discovery that her child is il- 
legitimate ... and the marriage 
hits the rocks. 


The case is typical of thousands 
of marriages’ that are doomed from 
the start. Would Joe have entered 
into such an .ill-starred alliance if 
he had been properly instructed in 
the fundamental requisites for an 
enduring and happy marriage? 
Would he not have seen, what a 
blind man could have perceived, 
that the marriage didn’t have a 
ghost of a chance? 


Edythe Speaks 


Edythe had been listening to a 
lecture in a three months course. 
The instructor had laid bare the 
dangers of rushing headlong into 
marriage without a thoro know- 
ledge of the character, tempera- 
ment, tastes, family background, 
and religious outlook of each other. 
He stressed the need of time, pa- 
tience and consideration in making 
necessary adjustments. 


“Why didn’t they tell us about 
these things beforehand?” she re- 
marked to her companion. Her 
face clouded and her red lips twist- 
ed in painful recollection. “Then 
marriage would have meant more 
to Bert and myself than a three- 
day furlough and two week-ends in 
a hotel room.” Alas and alack! 
That was all that marriage meant 
to thousands of young couples dur- 
ing the war years. 


So large a stake has society in 
the enterprise of establishing 
stable and successful homes that 
the foree of enlightened public 
opinion should require the comple- 
tion of a carefully planned course 
in marriage before a license will be 
issued. More important than the 
need for uniform divorce legisla- 
tion for all the states is a need for 
a law that requires the completion 
of a marriage preparation course 


license. 

A diploma testifying to the com- 
pletion of such a course would thus 
give society some reasonable guar- 
antee that they are properly pre- 
pared for the supremely important 
task of establishing stable and suc- 
cessful homes and the rearing of 
offspring te be law-abiding and 
good citizens, Such a diploma is of 
the same im nce as the medical 
certificate wing freedom from 
the social diseases which make 
marriage a mockery and a night-

to take courses given by a kindly 
Presbyterian chaplain, but like 
most of my friends I did not take 
these courses very seriously. No- 
body, in fact, seemed to take them. 
seriously, save the earnest lads 
planning for the Protestant pulpit, 
and I moved mostly in circles which 
were not theirs. One could pass 
the courses very easily and I in- 
variably got A’s apparently for a 
mere manifestation of interest, 
which, I fear I must confess, was 
not much more than a wish to di- 
vert the hour by starting an argu- 
ment. That created the impression 


chaplain was such a charitable fel- 
low that he gave high marks to us 
self-confessed agnostics and seem- 
ed to think that we were wrestling 
earnestly with God. 


This man showed a very warm 
and cordial interest in me, and al- 
though he did not seem to be very 
popular with the students gener- 
ally, I heartily liked him and often 
visited him in his study. But I 
would have nothing of his religion, 
which was a simple Bible Chris- 
tianity that he was trying some- 
what frantically to “reconcile with 
modern science.” 

The more he sought to persuade 
me, the more incredible his beliefs 
came to appear, and I left college 
hardly doubting that supernatural 
religion was a thing suitable only 
for quite feeble and unémancipated

Thé whole atmosphere at college, 
1 think, was really unfavorable to 
religion. No one could put his 
finger on any part of Christianity 
and declare that | art to be an abso- 
lute certainty. hat flourished on 
the campus was a rather denatur- 
ed, modernized, elusive Protestant- 
ism. Those who taught it seemed 
vague and bearer age ablest 
but almost studiously avoided even 
referring to it. They were cautious 
in expressing their own religious 
views and one found it hard to re-

that one was a thinker, and the} 


tact with Protestantism ended 
therefore in total rejection of it. 


Found Substitutes 


I do not believe that rejection 
can be rightly ascribed to a mere 
deadness of the spirit. I was really 
quite a zealous fellow for starting 
movements to improve the moral 
level of the campus. Like so much 
of modern Protestantism, I found 
a substitute for religion in uplift 
activity. Moreover, became im- 
mersed in socialist literature and 
imbibed all the conventional radi- 
calism of the age. 


In reading history I felt a burn- 
ing sympathy for all the great 
rebels who had fought tyranny (es- 
pecially ecclesiastical tyranny) and 
advanced what seemed plainly to 


erty. Such men as Luther and Vol- 
taire were heroic giants whom I 
virtually idolized, and the whole 
roster of champions of national and 
oo freedom since the French 
evolution was for me a veritable 
gallery of saints. 
_I had a host of heroes in the 
ranks of contemporary radicals, 
and I longed to join the war upon 
the Church and capitalism, which 
I felt very sure were one and the 
same. I had an wnerring instinct 
for minority movements, and was 
forever annoying “right-thinking” 
e with unpopular opinions on 
religion, politics, and economics. 
The disposition 1 describe almost 
led me (the fact is not strange) 
into the Protestant ministry. 
Toward the close of my senior 
year I played with the notion of 
entering a liberal seminary to do 
graduate work and fit myself for 
the pulpit. My idea was not very 
clear, and doubtless it would never 
have worked out, bat it seemed to 
me that many eminent churchmen 
did not accept any part of Chris- 
tianity save the social gospel of 
helping the downtrodden. 
I thought that, like the Moham- 
medans, I’?could honor Christ as a 
prophet, the prophet of a renovat- 
ed social order. It seemed possible 
to slide over the supernatural and 
use the pulpit for preaching social- 
ism, pacifism, cosmopolitanism, and 
other branches of the latest en- 
lightenment. I would be a kind of 
John Haynes Holmes clergyman, 
have a church in New York, write 
for the advanced reviews, travel in 
Europe, meet famous liberals and 
radicals, and pontificat on all the 
uestions worthy of my interest. 
ven though I did not go into cler- 
ical life, there was the attractive 
seminary offer of a few years’ 
graduate study at almost no cost, 
and I was without funds.

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Poison In The Corner Store

on approach today to the general store of 
yester-year is the corner drugstore. It is no 
longer a simple pharmacy, with pills and potions, but 
a miniature department store for hardware and 


haberdashery, luncheon and lingerie, wet goods and 


sport goods, toys and tobacco, confectionery and 
literature. 


The quality of the literature, like that of mercy, 
is not strained. And some of it ought to be strained, 
sifted and fumigated. Far from resembling a gentle 
dew from heaven, it includes items that are more like 
a distillate of hell. 

Here for purchase by anyone with the price are 
periodicals black-listed by the National Organization 
for Decent Literature as unfit for the general reader 
and certainly contributive to moral delinquency. But 
most dangerous, because less conspicuous, are the 
pocket-size, quarter-priced capsules of sex informa- 
tion and sex experience. 

They may be overlooked by the normal adult 
patron; they are not missed by many of the teen- 
agers for whom the neighborhood store—drug, con- 
fectionery or the like—is the habitual place of ren- 
dezvous. Curiosity and an element of juvenile daring 
leads to purchase and subsequent circulation of these 
concentrated doses of filth. 

For the most part the appeal is to girls and 
the contents are corruptive of clear-minded morality 


and definitely preparatory for approaches to seduc- 
tion. They are not suggestive, such brochures. They 
are plain propaganda for sensual and sexual indulg- 
ence. In the hands and minds of early adolescents, 
such poison can be and sometimes is fatal to moral 
and mental sanity. 


The motive for such merchandizing is entirely 
mercenary. There is profit in pornography as well 
as in contraceptives and narcotics. And it would be 
difficult to determine the relative morality of one 
against the other. Yet otherwise reputable proprie- 
tors, who never would think of peddling the last and 
might refuse to supply the second, seem quite ready 
to handle the first. 

It may not occur to the purveyors of such poison 
for petty profit, but it ought to be clear to parents 
interested in the more? »ealth of their children that 
stores conducted on so unethical a standard are not 
too trustworthy a source for food and refreshment, 
let alone medicine. 

And it ought to be clear to all decent-minded 
proprietors and purchasers, especially if they are 
parents as well, that sales-volume is dependent in 
no small part upon the good reputation of the insti- 
tution. To lose this—and it will be lost—through the 
principle that profit justifies anything is a sort- 
sighted policy even for those who have little regard 
for morality and no fear of hell.

Catholic Social 
History Subject Of 
Professor's Research 


Notre Dame—Dr. Aaron I. Abell, 
Associate Professor of History at 
the University of Notre Dame, has 
received a grant of $1,000 from the 
Social Science Research Council to 
aid him in research on the Catholic 
social history of the United States.

Fighting 69th’ Patroness To Be Canonized 
June 25; Brother Sails From U. S. For Rite 


Union City, NJ. — (NC)—A 
man who came here as an immi- 
grant from Italy and who has lived 
in obscurity in a small New Jer- 
sey village for 44 years has sud- 
denly been catapulted into the 
news. He has sailed for Rome to 
attend the canonization, June 25, 
of his sister, Blessed Mary Goret- 
ti, “Virgin Martyr of the 20th Cen- 
tury and patroness of the “Fight- 
ing 69th.” 

He is Angelo Goretti, 60, a dye 
worker of New Village, New Jer- 
sey, who came to this country ‘in 
1906, four years after the martyr- 
dom of his 11-year-old sister at the 
hands of a sex murderer. 


Mr. Goretti will attend the can- 
onization with the members of his 
family living in Italy: his 85-year- 
old mother, Mrs. Assunta Goretti; 
two sisters, Mrs. Ercilia Porfilia, 
and Sister Teresa, of the Francis- 
can Missionary Sisters of Mary, 
and a brother, Mariano Goretti. 

For Mrs. Goretti it will be an 
unparalleled experience: a mother 
witnessing the canonization of her 
own daughter. 

Canonization of the child mar- 
tyr has been sponsored _by the 
Passionist Fathers, commissioned 


by the Holy Father to promote

devotion to Blessed Mary, who is 
buried in the Passionist church of 
Nettuno, Italy, where she attended 
Mass. 

The “Fighting 69th” is a na- 
tion-wide youth movement to stop 
sinning against the sixth and 
ninth commandments. “Fighting 
69th” members currently are com- 
rt a spiritual bouquet which 
will be presented to His Holiness, 
Pope Pius XII, on the date of 
Blessed Mary’s canonization. (See 
page 5, Youth section). . 

Before he left for Rome, Mr. 
Goretti told the story of his sis- 
ter’s death to the Rev. Alfred Mac- 
Conastair, C.P., of the monastery 
here. He recounted the bitter pov- 
erty of the Gorettis in the Pontine 
Marsh district south of Rome, 
made harder to bear by the con- 
duct of the’ Serenellis, Giovanni 
and his son Alexander, who made 
life a torture for the widow and 
her three sons and three daughters. 

He described how his brave 
younger sister, Mary, took care 
of the house, though she was only 
nine, while her mother worked in 
the fields. He said that her first 
efforts at cooking often ended in 
failure, but that she was never 
discouraged. 


tragic happenings of July 5, 1902: 
“Alexander Serenelli, as you know, 
‘tried to induce my sister to sin 
with him. Three times he tried 
physical force in vain. He 
threatened her with death if she 
would not give in. Her only an- 
swer was: ‘No, no, Alexander! It 
is a sin. God does not want it. 
You will go to hell.’” 

Mr, Goretti continued: “You 
know the rest. Serenelli plunged 
the dagger in her beautiful young 
body fourteen times. I can see her 
now as they carried her down the 
stairs to the ambulance, eyes 
closed and face deadly pale, but as 
she passed me she opened her eyes 
and looked her fond farewell. I 
shall never forget the light in that 
look nor the message of those 
meek brown eyes. Yes, | loved my 
little sister, and I know she loved 
me.” 

Mr. Goretti spoke briefly of the 
prostration of his poor mother 
after Mary’s death, and how hard 
it was for him to say goodbye to 
her when he was forced to leave 
her and come to the States in 
1906. “I look forward anxiously 
to seeing my dear old mother 
again. Any good that is in us Go- 
rettis, we owe it. to our mother,”
